THE FANCY DAN

T> ASEBALL ain't an easy game. It's plenty* 
" tough. Especially when you try to make 
your living at it. I ought to know. This sea- 
son makes twenty years for me. 

You wouldn't think it to look at me now, 
but I was a short stop twenty years ago. 
Yeah, I was the hottest rookie in the 
League. 

Now ? Come out to the park any time the 
Red Legs are playing at home. You'll see 
me back of third base.
